MR. HAWES’ OBLIGATION 


President Hawes of the Board of Police Commissioners 
made several remarkable statements in the Sunday Pust- 
| Dispatch on the subject of gambling in St. Louis. 
| Mr. Hawes expressed the belief that a “skin game” is being 
worked in connection with gambling. In other words, he 
believes that some one in power is receiving bribes to pro- 
tect the gamblers. 

In the matter of the police effort to suppress gambline Mr. 
Hawes admits it is a failure. He admits that gambling has 
not been suppressed and that gambling places were run at 
the time the police reports stated there was no gambling. 


But Mr. Mawes says that his hands are tied. He must 


depend upon the chief of police to execute the orders of the 


board and for information as to the manner in which the 
orders are carried out. 

In effect, Mr. Hawes’ statement means that although he 
may have Knowledge that the police are not doing their duty 
and that reports with regard to gambling are incorrect he 
is powerless either to enforce the board’s orders or to take 
action on the misleading reports; in short the President of 
the Board is a ‘‘dead head” in police management.

KERR, SUICIDE, IS VOID. 


KERR’S STRANGE LIFE STORY. 


Deserted Canadian Wife, Married a 
Missouri Woman, Left Her for 
First Wife, Then Suicided. 


COUNCIL BLUFFS, Io., Oct. 1—A deci- 
sion rerfdered here early Sunday morning 
by a United States Court jury decided an 
important question and revived an interest- 
ing story of the double life of James R. 
-Kerr, who now occupies a suicide’s grave. 

Mrs. Jessie Kerr sued the order of Mod- 


ern Woodmen to recover on a policy for 


$3000 on the life of her husband. This jury 
decided that the order could not be com- 
pelled to pay on the life of a suicide. 

The story of the dead man is one of deep 
interest. 

In 1880 James R. Kerr married Jessie Ross 
in Canada. He lived with her but eight 
days, deserting her and coming to the Unit- 
ed States. He located in Sullivan County, 
Missourig and in 1882 married Alice Mairs 
without securing a divorce. He became 
‘prominent in the' church and social affairs 
of the community and was recognized as a 
pious citizen. : : 

his continued for a number of years, 
four children being born to the household 
in the meantime. -Three of them are still 
living. Finally, Kerr is said to have man- 
aged to convert all of the property of his 
second wife into cash and to have borrowed 
about $800 from the Masonic lodge of the 
tov,n. He then left the community and was 
next heard of in Canada, where he had re- 
sumed relations with his first wife. 

In a short time they came to the United 
States and finally to Manilla, Io. On July 
13, 1897. J. H. Sterling, a brother-in-law of 
Kerr by his Missouri marriage, having 
learned of his whereabouts, called on him 
at Manilla. His call was for the purpose of 
inducing Kerr to do something for the wo- 
man and three children he had left in des- 
titute circumstances in Missouri. Kerr sent 
$25 to them at that time and promised to 
gend more, but failed to do so. 

A couple of weeks later, W. C. Irwin, then 
prosecuting attorney for Sullivan County, 
went to Manilla with a_ requisition for 


'. Kerr’s arrest on a charge of bigamy. Kerr 


went about the town with him, attending 
‘to business matters,-and together they went 
to Kerr's house for final preparaions for 
the prisoner’s departure. Kerr went up- 
stairs to dress and while Mrs. Kerr and Ir- 
win were sitting in the parlor they heard a 
shot upstairs. When they reached Kerr he 
was dead, with a bullet hole through his 
head. At the time of his death Kerr was 
secretary and treasurer of the Manilla lodge 
of Modern Woodmen of America.
